Report 0; Sehool Board. 


In making the following report we have mentioned 
the different schools in town by the Nos. under the old 
system in order to designate them. In relation to the 
town system it has not affected the number of schools in 
town as there is no call for but three schools. All the 
teachers employed except one have had experience in for- 
mer years. In making the following report of the ditfer- 
ent schools in town we have intended to be exact and 
have made such criticisms and suggestions as we thought 
the interests of the schools required. Trusting that it will 
prove acceptable we submit this report to the citizens of 
Brooktield. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
SPRING TERM. Miss Etta C. Neal, Teacher; number 
of weeks, 6; whole number different scholars registered, 


24; average attendance, 19; number not absent % day, 
9. Wages, including board, $24. | 
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WintTeER TERM. Frank L. Tebbetts, Teacher; number 
of weeks, 12; whole number different scholars registered, 
22; average attendance 18. Wages per month, inelud- 
ing board, $16. 

At the examination at the close of the summer term 
there seemed to be a spirit of insubordination which in 
our opinion had a tendency to retard the work of the 
teacher. The school however made good improvement. 

Winter term. This was Mr. Tibbetts’ first experience 
asateacher, and is well qualified. There seems to be 
some in this school that fail to appreciate their advanta- 
ges. Weare of the opinion that the argument to con- 
vince them of their course, (although perhaps not as much 
practiced now as in former years) should come in the 
form of the rod. ‘The majority of the pupils made good 
progress.
